Municipal bonds issued by cities 
and towns of Alabama in the future 
will be in stronger financial status 
than ever before has been the case, 
since the passage of the Hutson act, 
is th¿ belief of Senator Walter Brow­ 
er, who expressed himself on the sub­ 
ject when he returned from Mont­ 
gomery Saturday morning. 
Heretofore, 
Mr. 
Brower 
said, 
bonds from communities in Alabama 
havé suffered severely in the general 
bond market because of their lack of 
background, in that the limitation put 
on taxation so greatly reduced the 
amount of! representative property 
that he considered 
as security 
for 
such loans. 
The Hutson act provides that each 
bond issue must be accompanied by 
a distinct and individual sinking fund 
to liquidate the loan at maturity. This 
alone will buoy municipal bonds from 
Alabama towns to a marked degree; 
but the situation is still further im­ 
proved in that the sinking fund mon­ 
eys may be invested in certain bonds 
that have been passed on and approv­ 
ed by the state banking department. 
Par sales are expected. 
“One per cent reduction in I he in­ 
terest on bonds sound like a trivial* 
ity,” Mr. Brower said, “but it rep­ 
resents a 20 per cent interest in­ 
stead of 5 per cenk Such a reduction 
carried over periods of 20 and 30 
years runs into great sums of money 
on bond isues of majoc nroportions. 
It is not unreasonable to say the Ilut- 
son act will .save A labam a'literally 
millions of dollars. 
Sinking Fund Compulsory. 
Mr. Brower went on to explain that 
the act does not make the sinking 
fund establishment a m atter of choice 
on the part of the municipality is 
suing the bonds, but, instead, is man­ 
datory, compulsory and is unavoidable. 
, ’The effect on the market for Ala­ 
bama bonds will be surprising, for 
buyers of bonds our communities will 
is*ue in the future,” said the senator 
will know beyond all doubt that their 
ioans, automatically, will 
be 
paid 
when the time to pay arrives.” 
“Without calling any names, here is 
a concrete instance for comparison; 
in this law office we have $25,000 
worth of bonds issued by an American 
community. They have 1been due for 
many months, the courts have or­ 
dered them paid, the town wants to 
pay them, but hasn’t the money. That 
town, if desiring to issue more bonds, 
would be faeed by bond buyers with 
the situation of the $25,000 issue we 
hold. It is doubtful if they could sell, 
save in unusually unpleasant condi­ 
tions, any more bonds now. The Hut­ 
son act eliminates the possibility of 
such conditions in the future in this 
state.
